Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-31 are allowed over the prior art of record because the prior art of 

record does not disclose or obviate the claimed features of the independent claims. 
Specifically, the prior art of record does not disclose a storage means having stored 
outputs of a delta-sigma digital to analog converter corresponding to all possible values 
of an input to the converter and a plurality of digital to analog converters coupled to said 
storage means. Further, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 101 set forth in the office 
action dated August 23, 2004 have been withdrawn in view of the terminal disclaimer 
dated November 5, 2004.
